The  Home  Hoard  is  sixty-six  years  old. 
It  has  a great  record  for  success  in  evan- 
gelizing the  lost.  Its  present  opportunities 
and  obligations  arc  larger  by  far  than  were 
those  of  the  past. 

The  large  needs  of  Home  Missions  come 
from  the  growth  in  population,  the  devel- 
opment in  industrialism,  the  rapid  chang  s 
of  population,  the  coming  of  the  foreigner, 
the  marvelous  growth  in  material  wealth, 
the  movements  of  the  people  in  the  south 
west,  the  presence  among  us  of  ten  million 
negroes  the  eleven  thousand  Southern  Bap 
tist  churches  that  do  nothing  whatever  in 
the  constructive  work  of  the  kingdom,  are 
a mighty  fact  to  push  us  on  toward  b-arn 
ing  the  forces  of  the  Savior’s  words  in  the 
Great  Commission — “Teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve all  things  whatsoever  1 have  com- 
manded you.”  Southern  Baptists  have 
evangelized  with  more  success  than  any- 
body; Southern  Baptists  have  instructed 
and  trained  their  people  less  than  most  de- 
nominations. 

This  year  the  Home  Board  supports  whol 
ly  or  in  part  about  1,300^  missionaries 
About  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  these  are 
maintained  wholly  by  the  Board,  the  oth- 
ers are  maintained  co-operatively.  We 
have  forty  five  workers  among  people  of 
foreign  speech  in  this  country,  not  includ- 
ing thirty-five  missionaries  and  their  help- 
ers in  Cuba,  and  nine  missionaries  and  help 
era  in  the  Canal  Zona. 

We  have  thirty  mountain  mission  schools 
doing  a great  work.  In  them  are  about 
five  thousand  students. 

We  are  spending  $17,000  in  New  Mexico 
and  helping  in  that  great  new  state  and 
exceedingly  needy  situation.  There  are 
twenty-five  mission  workers  among  the 
Mexican  population  of  four  hundred  thous- 
and in  Texas.  The  Board  is  spend  ng 
about  $75,000  in  aiding  in  the  erection  of 
approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty 
church  buildings.  These  are  some  of  the 
things  the  Board  is  doing. 

Up  until  Sept.  15th,  last,  the  Board  had 
received  for  the  present  fiscal  year  $31,- 
000 — about  $230  00  a day.  If  the  Board  j 
is  to  come  out  of  debt  at  the  close  of  £ie  I 
year  it  must  receive  an  average  of  $1,000 
a day.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Home 
Board  receipts  are  much  behind. 

Southern  Baptists  are  trying  to  do  away 
with  special  campaigns  in  favor  of  system- 
atic giving.  But  we  certainly  will  not  suc- 
ceed for  Home  Missions  this  year  in  doing 
sway  with  special  campaigns  for  the  cause. 
The  cause  has  already  been  neglected  too 
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J much  during  the  first  four  and  one  half 
months  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Home  Board  secretarial  staff  are 
happy  in  their  work  and  they  have  more 
than  they  can  do.  The  administrative  ex- 
pense of  the  Hoard  last  year  was  only 
slightly  more  than  five  per  c.-nt  Educa- 
tional and  communicatory  expense  were 
about  two  ami  one  half  per  c<  nt.  The 
Board  is  careful  and  jealous  of  keeping 
down  expense*.  The  1/ord  give  us  the  con- 
fidence and  the  hearty,  prayerful  stip|>ort 
of  the  great  Baptist  brotherhood.  With  it 
the  Board  shall  he  strong  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  great  things  in  the  present 
stress  in  America.  Without  it  we  should 
lie  destitute  and  helpless  indeed.

heaven.  This  is  its  chief  function;  and* 
this  exalted  aim  ennobles  it  above  all  other 
books.  Thus  it  is  appropriately  a divine 
human  work.  Its  specific  design,  its  ei 
alted  duty,  its  distinctive  glory,  must  nec- 
essarily limit  its  range  of  topics  and  its 
method  of  discussion.  We  do  not  expect 
it  to  be  a treatise  on  railway’s,  steamships, 
telegraphs,  or  telephones.  It  completely 
discusses  the  siblimest  and  divineat  of 
themes;  that  ought  to  be  glory  enough  for 
one  volume.  - Its  chief  purpose,  as  we  have 
seen,  its  divine  prerogative,  is  that  it  is  a 
text-book  of  religion. 

If  I have  a guide-book  to  India  giving  me 
correctly  the  time-tables  on  railways  and 
steamships,  and  a thousand  other  things  ini 
mediately  connected  with  my  journey  in  In 
dia,  I shall  not  reject  it  even  if  I find  in 
it  some  incidental  allusion  to  the  United 
States  containing  a slight  error  in  Ameri 
can  history.  Its  function  is  as  a guide  t<| 
India.  It  may  still  be  that  to  an  admira 
ble  degree  even  though  it  contain  some  er 
roneous  allusions  to  botany,  geology,  oil 
some  other  science  or  history  entirely  uncon 
nected  with  its  purpose.  It  is  tme  that 
some  of  the  Bible’s  doctrines  involve  his- 
torical facts,  but  it  is  easy  to  make  all  nec 
essary  distinction  between  historical  facts 
of  vital  importance  and  those  of  merely  in 
cidental  relation  to  the  purpose  for  which 
the  Bible  wag  given.  The  existence  of  sei 
entific  errors  in  the  Bible  is  not  yet  prov 
en,  and  probably  it  is  impossible  to  prove 
that  it  contains  such  errors.  A careful 
and  unprejudiced  study  of  Joshua  10:12-14, 
for  example,  will  conclusively  show  that  the 
Bible  does  not  affirm  that  the  sun  and  the 
moon  stood  still,  or  even  that  Joshua  prey- 
ed to  God  that  they  might  pause  in  their 
course.  The  passage  shows,  when  prop- 
erly translated  and  interpreted,  that  Joshua 
did  not  pray  to  God  at  all,  but  that  he  sim- 
ply apostrophized  the  sun  and  moon.  The 
time  has  come  when  we  must  make  sharp 
distinctions  between  the  revelations  of 
Scripture  and  the  interpretations  of  men 
The  time  has  come  when  this  passage  should 
no  longer  be  a stumbling  block  to  either 
saintg  or  sinners.  It  has  too  long  reeeived 
a degree  of  importance  alike  from  the 
friends  and  foes  of  revelation,  which,  when 
truly  interperted,  it  does  not  deserve.  This 
is  a passage  which  human  interpretation 
and  not  divine  revelation  has  made  diffi- 
cult. 

The  gospels  claim  that  Christ  promised 
inspiration  to  His  apostles — .John  14:16-17 
26;  15:26-27;  16:13-15.  It  is  also  claimed 
in  several  passages  that  in  accordance  with 
Christ’s  promise,  the  apostles  reeeived  in- 
spiration in  their  teachings.  Only  a few 
passages  of  this  class  need  here  be  stated — 
Acta  4:8;  11:12;  15:28;  I Peter  1:12.  The 
apostles  did  not  hesitate  to  put  themselves 
on  a level  with  the  Old  Testament  writers, 
and  to  these  writers  they  granted  inspira- 
tion. They  thus  claim  for  themselves  the 
degree  of  inspiration  which  they  attribute 
to  the  writings  of  the  more  ancient  Scrip- 
ture—II  Tim  3:16;  II  Peter  1:19-21.  The 


meaning  of  this  passage  quoted  from  Tim 
othy  has  been  much  discussed;  it  refers,  of 
*ourse,  to  the  Old  Testament  The  Revised 
Version  gives  the  rendering.  “Every  Scrip- 
ture inspired  of  God  is — ” etc.  Is  this  s 
true  rendering?  According  to  the  common 
rendering  of  this  passage,  inspiration  is  af- 
firmed of  all  Scripture;  but  according  to  the 
later  rendering,  the  affirmation  regarding 
inspiration  is  greatly  limited.  One  hes- 
itates to  declare  his  conviction  that  the  com- 
mon rendering  is  the  true  one,  when  some 
scholarly  men  and  the  Revised  Version  seem 
to  prefer  another  interpretation.  Schol- 
arship. however,  esn  match  scholarship  on 
both  sides  of  this  subject.  Rules  of  Greek 
syntax  can  be  marshalled  to  show  that  the 
common  rendering  is  comformable  to  the 
recognized  laws  of  this  most  accurate  of  all 
languages.  The  rendering  of  the  Revised 
Version  is  liable  to  strong  objections.  When 
two  adjectives  are  closely  joined — as  are 
the  words  Theopneustos  and  ophelimos, 
“God-breathed”  and  “profitable”  by  the 
conjunction  kai,  both  must  be  predicates, 
if  either  is.  It  is  quite  certain  that  there 
<s  n good  authority  for  the  older  interprets 
tion,  if  one  wishes  to  hold  it  as  here  taught 
It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  Apostle 
meant  to  affirm  that  divine  inspiration, 
belongs  to  a part  of  Scripture,  but  not 

10  the  whole,  or  that  he  meant  to  give 
us  a rule  by  which  to  judge  whether  or  not 
any  nart  «»l  the  Scripture  is  inspired,  that 
rule  or  criticism  being  simply  of  its  utility? 

11  that  criterion  be  adopted,  then  every  man 
makes  his  own  Bible.  Neither  Christ  nor 
any  of  His  Apostles  ever  named  a distinc- 
tion between  different  parts  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Scripture  The  doctrine  plainly 
taught  in  the  text  under  consideration,  and 
the  doctrine  sustained  by  many  other  Scrip- 
tures, is  that  all  the  writings  called  the  sa- 
cred Scriptures  are  divinely  inspired.  In 
the  Old  Testament  the  authors  frequently 
testify  to  the  divine  origin  of  their  mes- 
sage. They  use  such  language  as  “the 
Word  of  the  laird  came,”  or  “the  laird 
spake  by  His  servant.”  We  know  that 
the  prophets  were  specially  railed  of  Ood. 
The  New  Testament  writers  make  most  ex- 
plicit statement*  regarding  the  inspiration 
of  the  writers  of  the  Old  Testament.  The 
inspiration  of  the  New  Testament  is  also 
affirmed  by  the  apostles  insisting  upon  the 
infallibility  of  their  words — I Cor.  2:13;  1 
Thess.  2:13.  No  one  can  intelligently  af- 
firm that  the  Apostles  were  not  competent 
witnesses;  neither  will  any  one  dare  say 
that  they  were  dishonest  or  fanatical.  Their 
lives  were  singularly  transparent  and  beau- 
tifully consecrated.  Apart  from  the  *u 
perintendence  of  the  spirit  of  God  over  their 
lives  and  words,  we  cannot  account  for  the 
purity  of  the  one  or  the  divinity  of  the 
other.  With  all  the  diversity  in  the  style 
of  the  various  writers,  there  is  such  a unity 
in  thought  as  to  suggest  a superintending 
spirit  which  ruled  over  the  work  of  all.  j 
These  writers  never  wrote  with  the  thought 
that  they  were  contributing  each  his  nart 
toward  harmonions  and  immortal  literature. 
Each  wrote  out  of  his  own  individusl 


: thought  end  with  his  own  special  purpose 
I and  design ; and  yet  all  rontrilnited  toward 
one  complete  whole  to  such  a degree  as  to 
evoke  the  surprise,  admiration,  and  enthus- 
iasm of  all  Unprejudiced  critic*

The  Proposed  Change. 

The  “proposed  change’’  referred  to  in 
, the  heading  of  this  aiticle  is  one  read  by 
Bro.  L.  E.  Barton  at  our  last  state  conven- 
tion, to  be  voted  on  in  our  next  meeting 
in  November,  and  reads  as  follows: 

“The  Convention  board  shall  consist  of 
one  member  from  each  co-operative  asso- 
ciation in  the  state  that  wishes  to  elect  the 
same  and  provide  for  his  expenses  through 
the  year,  incident  to  attending  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  and  fifteen  members  at 
large,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  conven- 
tion in  annual  session."  (See  minutes,  page 
45) 

For  twenty-six  years  the  Baptists  of  Mis- 
sissippi have  had  a convention  board  of  fif- 
teen members  provided  for  by  action  of  the 
convention  at  Aberdeen,  1885,  where  it  was 
recommended — 

% k 

“That  this  convention  appoint  a board  to 
be  known  as  the  convention  board  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  be 

located  at and  to  be  composed  of 

fifteen  members,  nine  of  whom  shall  live  at 
or  near  the  domicile  of  the  board  and  the 
other  six  to  be  selected  from  the  different 
sections  of  the  convention  territory,  and  the 
necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  six 
mentioned  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the 
board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board."  (See 
last  minutes,  page  27.) 

While  this  recommendation  does  not  say 
that  this  board  is  to  be  appointed  annually 
by  the  convention,  yet  it  evidently  is  in- 
terpreted to  mean  this,  as  the  present  prac- 
tice of  the  convention  shows.  Amt  for 
twenty-five  years  this  hoard  has  had  the 
oversight  of  all  missionary  and  benevolent 
work  among  Mississippi  Baptists  and  state 
missions  has  been  but  one  phase  of  its  work. 
Judged  by  any  or  all  departments  of  its 
| work,  this  board  of  fifteen  members  has 
k “made  good,"  and  presents  a worthy  ac- 
count of  its  stewardship  to  our  Baptist 
brotherhood.  Hundreds  of  strong  Baptist 
churches  throughout  the  state  helped  into 
existence  and  up  to  independence  through 
this  board's  work,  make  vocal  the  hills  and 
valleys,  the  cities,  towns  and  rural  districts, 
with  the  praise  of  God,  and  give  weighty 
commendation  to  the  wisdom,  impartiality, 
fidelity  and  efficiency  of  the  board  and  its 
work.  While  Mississippi  Baptists  might 
have  done  more  than  they  have  done,  yet 
there  has  been  glorious  advance  and  pro- 
gress in  many  ways.  Mississippi  College 
ranks  among  the  boat  of  Southern  Bapti«t 
Colleges.  Not  many  of  our  states  have  an 
orphanage  plant  and  equipment  equal  to 
ours,  and  Mississippi  Baptists  are  leaders  in 
effective  and  efficient  Sunday  School  work. 
Through  yellow  fever  epidemics,  financial 
panics,  cyclonic  disasters  and  boll-weevil  de- 
vastations, our  contributions  both  to  home 
and  foreign  missions  have  not  only  held 
their  own.  but  have  grown  larger  through 
the  years,  and  that,  too,  when  other  strong 
and  less  affected  states  were  falling  9hort 


in  their  offerings  to  these  causes.  And  so 
well  has  the  state  mis- ion  work  been  sup. 
ported  and  projected  that  the  Baptists  num- 
ber fifty-six  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the 
whole  Christian  population  of  our  state. 

So,  in  the  light  of  these  facts  and  figures, 

1 say  again,  and  with  added  emphasis,  that 
the  convention  board  of  fifteen  members 
has  gloriously  “made  good,"  and  has  prov- 
en such  a board  to  be  thoroughly  capable, 
competent  and  trustworthy  to  do  the 
work  assigned  to  it  by  the  convention,  and 
any  such  radical  changes  as  Bro.  Barton 
proposes  is,  therefore  wholly  uncalled  for, 
unnecessary,  undesirable  ami  unwise.  Has 
any  of  our  associations  expressed  disap- 
proval of  the  present  order  of  things! 

W here  is  one  that  has  asked  for  such  a 
change,  as  is  proposed!  Is  there  one  asso- 
ciation in  the  state  that  is  poorly  support- 
ing the  missionary  and  benevolent  work  we 
arc  doing,  became  this  association  feels  tow- 
ard the  board  that  taxation  without  repre- 
sentation is  unjust ! ' The  smallest  associa- 
tion in  the  state  is  too  well  informed  on 
Baptist  doetrine,  polity  and  practice  not 
to  know  that  such  a thing  as  taxation  has 
no  place  at  all  in  a Baptist  church,  in  a 
Baptist  Association  or  in  a Baptist  State 
Convention.  The  phrase  just  quoted  has 
really  no  place  in  Baptist  affairs,  and  Bro. 
Barton  is  a man  of  too  much  intelligence 
and  experience  to  borrow  sueh  a phrase 
from  the  Highland  inhabitiants  and  try  to 
introduce  it  among  the  Jordanic  tnbes. 

It  iR  important,  however,  as  Bro.  Barlon 
points  but  that  the  authority  for  appoint- 
ing the  convention  board,  should  be  writt  n 
in  the  organic  law  of  the  convention.  And 
I should  favor  an  amendment  to  the  pro- 
posed amendment  that  would  read  some- 
thing like  this : 

“The  Convention  Board  shall  consist  of 
fifteen  members  (or  twenty-one  if  more  de- 
sirable) seven  of  whom  (or  if  twenty-one, 
nine  of  whom)  shall  live  in  and  near  Jack- 
son  aud  the  others  in  the  varius  parts  of  the 
State,  ail  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Convention  in  annual  session." 

Let  us  all  do  much  praying  and  some 
thinking  and  try  to  find  and  follow  the 
spiritual  guidance  in -this  mutter  and  en- 
deavor to  come  to  the  convention  ox  one 
mind  as  to  what  we  shall  do.  With  the 
Apostle  Paul,  let  us  look  upward,  stretch 
lorward  and  press  onward  higher  living  and 
larger  achievement  for  the  King  and  His 
kingdom  in  Mississippi  and  throughout  the 
world.  As  pastors  in  Mississippi,  we  should 
be  ready,  us  best  we  my,  not  only  to  stand 
by,  but  to  help  on,  every’  movement  that 
will  best  promote  the  King’s  business  with- 
in our  bounds,  but  be  sure  such  a movement 
os  for  the  best.

My  first  meeting  was  at  one  of  my  fiveji If- 
mission  stations,  that  on  Lake  Dawsontt^j 
Finding  n number  of  white  families  here,  iML 
began  preaching  to  them  as  missionary  otBjj 
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our  State  Board  a few  months  ago.  1 decided 
to  hold  a few  days’  meeting  with  them, 
and  although  the  rainy  weather  and  sick 
ness  were  in  our  way,  the  Lord  graciously 
blessed  us  and  the  four  days’  meeting  re- 
sulted in  seven  professions  of  faith  in  Christ, 
some  of  whom  I hope  to  baptize  next  sec- 
ond Sunday,  in  October. 

From  this  point,  1 went  to  the  vicinity  of 
Three  Mile  Lake,  six  miles  east  of  Inver- 
ness. Hero  “the  Lord  of  Hosts  was  with 
us"  and  we  baptized  ten  after  a five  days’ 
meeting.  Retaining  to  this  place  last  Thurs- 
day, 1 organized  a church  with  thirty-six 
members,  twenty-one  of  whom  I had  bap- 
tized.

The  Conservation  of  the  Home. 

By  S C.  Mitchell,  in  Courier. 

The  founding  of  a home  is  the  divinest 
act  in  human  society.  “All  the  world  loves 
a lover,”  says  Emerson;  and  the  point  of 
the  remark  is  the  interest  that  society  has  in 
the  founding  of  a ne  whome.  How  the 
heart  instinctively  goes  out  to  two  young 
people — man  and  woman— in  their  plans  for 
establishing  such  a moral  fortress  for  hu- 
manity. All  that  life  holds  dearest  cen- 
ters there,  and  upon  the  happiness  and  in- 
tegrity of  that  home  hinges  the  well-being 
of  the  race. 

The  Greeks  magnified  the  importance  of 
the  state.  In  sue  ha  city-state  a man  like 
Socrates  or  Pericles  lived  and  moved  and 
had  his  being.  It  was  a wonderful  arena 
of  complex  activities,  civic  and  cultural. 
But  the  Greeks  did  not  know  the  home 
of  the  Hebrew  and  of  the  English,  peoples 
essentially  moral  in  their  instincts,  and 
therefore  home-loving.  In  this  respect  the 
South  has  retained  in  a singular  degree  the 
granite  character  of  our  English  forefath- 
ers. We  love  home. 

In,  going  through  the  business  sections 
of  our  cities,  in  watching  there  the  bustle, 
rivalry  and  even  greed,  I often  remind  my- 
self that  all  this  justifies  itself  in  part  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  efforts  of  these 
men  in  the  market-place  are  at  heart  in  the 
interest  of  homes  on  quiet  streets,  homes 
with  family  altars  upon  which  burn  contin- 
ually the  most  sacred  fires,  and  whence  is- 
sue forth  the  sweetest  of  incense.  The  no- 
bility of  purpose  thus  redeems  in  a measure 
the  sordidness  of  much  barter. 

The  home  is  older  than  the  state.  The 
home  antedates  the  church.  It  is  the  basis 
of  both  of  these  widening  organizations. 
Hence  every  patriot  and  Christian  must  feel 
that  whatever  affects  the  purity,  sweetness 
and  wholcsomcness  of  the  home  is  vital  to 
both  state  and  church.  It  is  in  the  home 
that  the  race  continually  renews  itself,  and 
it  ig  no  less  the  fountain  of  those  moral 
qualities  and  spiritual  graces  which  enrich 
and  ennoble  mankind  Whatever,  there- 
fore, strengthens  the  home,  helps  humanity. 

It  is  in  this  realm  that  woman  is  called 
to  preside.  She  reigns  there  as  a queen, 
clothed  with  divine  rights.  Home  and 
mother  are  the  tendcrest  words  in  the  Eng- 
lish language.  The  education  of  women, 
therefore,  is  the  supreme  task  of  society.

She  should  Imvc  a well  sharpened  pencil 
and  plenty  of  paper  and  take  notes  and  she 
should  take  soch  mental  notes  that  she  can 
enlarge  upon  the  written  ones  Being  at 
convention  she  should  give  her  undivided 
attention  to  Convention  proceedings,  and 
should  take  sufficient  interest  to  vote  one 
way  or  the  other  on  all  questions  If  there 
is  anything  she  docyi  not  understand,  she 
may  ask  infortuation,  that  she  may  vote  in- 
telligently. As  ahe  listens  to  the  reports 
and  plans  she  should  especially  bear  in  mind 
those  things  which  will  be  most  likely  to 
fit  the  nerds  of  her  own  union,  and  she 
must  come  hortie  with  a report  that  will  in- 
spire her  union  to  better  work  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

In  order  to  be  an  ideal  delegate  at  the 
convention,  it  is  wefl  not  to  overlook  the 
litle  things  which  so  largely  interfere.  This 
woman  who  works  ht-rsclf  almost  to  death 
to  get  ready  is*  go  to  convention  is  likely 
to  be  too  tired  to  get  the  full  good  of  the 
meetings.  The  work  should  be  planned  so 
that  the  labors  of  the  last  day  or  so  be- 
fore starting  ntay  be  light,  A sort  of  rest- 
ing up  The  Work  of  the  home  will  never 
be  done,  anyway,  and  what  can  not  be  ac- 
complished before  starting,  without  over- 
taxing the  strebgth,  should  be  left  until  re- 
turn. 

The  new  shoes  should  be  left  at  home  and 
the  pair  worn  so  well  “broken  in”  that 
there  will  not  be  aching  feet,  and  the  ache 
of  head  and  bidy,  which  accompanies  the 
hurting  feet,  to  divert  the  mind  from  con- 
vention work.  Complicated  clothing  and 
hair  paraphernalia  should  also  he  left  at 
homp,  just  such  things  worn  as  are  so  easily 
adjusted  that  n^  undue  amount  of  time  may 
be  required  for  {toilet.  This  coming  to  con- 
vention fresh  in  body  and  being  able  to  give 
her  entire  time  to  convention  sessions,  the 
enthusiastic  worker  may  l*e  encouraged,  in- 
structed, strengthened,  and  generally  helped 
and  may  return  to  her  home  with  freah  vig- 
or, feeling  that  it  was  indeed  good  to  have 
been  there.— Missouri  Counselor.

Text — "I  can  do  all  things 
I through  Christ,  who  strengthened 
j me.”—  Phil.  4:13. 

Our  Saviour  once  said  to  His 
disciple*  ‘‘Without  me,  ye  can  do 
nothing.”  I take  this  to  he  a 
warning  to  believt-ra  in  all  ages 
never  to  seek  to  do  anything  in 
their  own  authority,  power  or 
alone,  as  if  by  their  own  author- 
ity, power  or  grace  of  life  they 
could  recover  this  world  to  the 
primeval  beauty  and  gh>ry  of  Par- 
adise. Our  text  is  a projection 
of  this  truth,  for  not  only  ia  it 
true  that  we  can  accomplish  noth- 
ing permanently  good  or  grandly 
immortal  without  Christ  ‘‘who 
strengthened”  us. 

Now  observe — 

I The  superlative  ability  of 
the  believer  in  Christ. 

“I  can  do  all  things.”  This  is 
a large  claim.  The  Apostle  does 
not  say  in  this  text  as  so  many  of 
us  say  when  asked  to  perform 
some  duty,  ‘‘I  will  wait  until  a 
more  opportune  time,  when,  per- 
haps, I feel  more  like  performing 
the  duty  required,  or  when  I am 
n the  right  mood  and  tense  of 
Christian  duty  and  activity  when 
I have  fewer  causes  for  irritation 
than  now,  when  matters  in  the 
church  run  to  suit  me,  when

soon  In  the  home  and  you  are  afraid 
they  might  go  out  of  town  for  a min- 
ister.

Thla  Is  your  chance  to 
lot  them  know  that  you  are  there  to 
treat  everybody  alike;  that  as  a min- 
ister of  the  goapel  yon  are  their  min- 
ister as  well  as  those  who  belong  to 
the  church.
